Public, meeting of the council and 
ratepayers of. the Municipal District 
of Blackfoot, No. 218, was held in the 
municipal office last Tuesday after- 
Heon, October 9th, at 2 p.m, 

The councillors and six ratepayers 
including J. C. Buckley, M. L. A, 
were present. 

With the consent of the ratepayers, 
J. C. Buckley, M. L. A., acted as chair- 
man and W. . Thompson as secretary. 

Mr. Buckley read the petition re- 
questing the reeve to call this meet- 
ing and imparted to the ratepayers 
gathered that the meeting was open 
for thum to proceed with the two 
questions embodied in the petition. 

Mr, Prestwich seid that ntotwith- 
standing requests from Mr. Praeker 
and other resident ratepayers to have 
the grading stopped on the Stobart 
road the council had proceeded with 
the work. . 

In reply Reeve Thorasen said it was 
true that Mr. Praeker, but no other 
yatepayer, objected to me to the grad- 
ing of the Stobart road, The road 
commissioner and mysalf immediato- 
ty got in touch with Mr. Praeker, who 
withdrew his objection upon viewing 
the condition of part of the completed 
soad. 

Mr. Oliver said he was using the 

road and. previous to grad- 
ing he‘ could haul 240 bushels each 
trip but after grading he could not 
haul more than 160 bushels. 

Mr. Prestwich said that on account 
of the ditches on the ngwly graded 
roads it was impossible for fawmer:

Realizing that the future develop- 
ment of the Canadian north depends 
to a large extent on a healthy and 
contented native population, the De- 
partmen of the interior has ever main- 
tained efforts to this end, An tmport-| 
ant step taken since the Department 
assumed the administration of Eski- 
mo affairs last year was the decis- 
fon to station medical officers on the 
Arctic coast and islands, Dr. L. D 
Livingstone, whose work among the 
Eskimos of Baffin and other Arctic 
islands covers a number of years, 
again returned north with the SS. 
Beothic this summer and after a vis- 
it to the various posts with the ship| 
he disembarked at Pangnirtung to, 
resume his work among the natives 
of Baffin Island, 

Another post at which it was de- 
cided to place a medical officer be- 
fore winter set in was Aklavik, in 
the delta of the Mackenzie River. In/ 
response to the official announcemént 
of this vacancy, applications were re- 
ceived from a number of competent 
physicians, and Dr, W. M. Wilkinson, 
of Elsas, in northern Ontario, was 
selected. iHs sudden death from 
heart disease at Edmonton en route 
to his new post necessitated the se- 
lection of another officer, Dr. J. A. 
| Urquhart, of Mountain Park, Alberta, 
who is a graduate of McGill, a vet- 
\eran of the great war, and has had 
considerable experience with northern 
and pioneer conditions was appoint- 
ed. He left Edmonton on August 21, 
in order to catch the last boat this 
season from Fort~ Smith, N.W.T., 
down the Mackenzie to Aklavik, Dr.

Bishop Of Durham Suys Britain Is hi) 
1 State Of Moral Chaos ' 
England is in a state of, moral 
chaos, according to Dr. Hensley Hen-, 
son, bishop of Durham, who address- | 
ed the church conference at Chelten-| 
ham, 

Scoring the change in attitude to-| 
ward Christianity, the bishop said: | 
“The two pillars on which sex moral- 
ity and Christendom rested hitherto 
have been the acceptance of the; 


marriage union as permanent by; 
divine law and the existence and, 
claim of the child as the proper pro- 
duct of the marriage union, Both 
of these pillars have been removed 
by the licentious theories prevalent.” ! 

He continued with a scathing de- 
nunciation of England, which he 
branded as a “nation of churchless, 
creedless Christianity which now 
seems to commend itself to a large 
number of English folk.” 

Birth control, easy divorce, and de- 
Christianized schools he called vicious 
forces which are supplying the most 
effective means of breaking the tra- 
ditions of Christianity. He said the 
Church of England cannot rest long- 
er upon the conventions, solemnly 
warning that the conditions which 
preceded the revolt against Christian- 
ity in France and Russia are certain- 
ly present in England. 

“The peasants are indifferent; the 
urban masses are disaffected; the 
middle classes are sentimentally .an-; 
tagonistic, and the intelligentsia! 
largely anti-Christian,” said Bishop 
Henson, “and the owners of wealth 
are self-indulgent and materialistic, 

“The contrast between wealth and 
poverty, self-indulgent luxury and 
cruel privations, pleasant activities of 
wealth and abhorrent inactivity of 
the unemployed, are being repro- 
duced, exaggerated, and proclaimed 
by the cinema, popular press, and il- 
lustrated society journals.

Door-Knocker Gave Beethoven Idea 
for Glorious Concerts 

To an ordinary mind it would be 
scarcely seem possible that much 
music could be got out of a doors 
knocker. Yet it wag this sound which 
is said to have inspired Beethoven's 
glorious violin concerto in D. As the 
musician lay awake one night shap- 
ing the concerto in his mind, his 
musings were ‘interrupted by a be- 
lated neighbor who was endeavoring 
to arouse his housekeeper and get 
her to com down and let him in, 
Beethoven heard his persistent 
knocking for admission—four slow 
deliberate knocks at a time. The con- 
stant repetition gave the composer 
the idea he sought and those four 
knicks are heard all through the 
opening movement of the concerto, 
which begins with four unaccom- 
panied D’s on the drum—seemingly 
as unmelodious and unprornising an 
opening phrase as one could imagine.

Lumber companies report the 
greatest volume of business in Al- 
berta since the boom year of 1912, 
One hundred million feet of lumber 
is being cut in Alberta this year but 
the bulk of the supplies come from 
British Columbia mills. 


A press report from Telfordville 
states that the farmers are well 
pleased with the allocation of sta- 
tions on the twenty mile extension 
to the Hoadley subi&vision of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, A large 
number of settlers are going into 
the territory which will be served 
by this extension and the old timers 
in the district are now clearing and

Kyohei Kato, who represents @ 
Tokio concern, and who has just 
concluded a business mission to 
Canada, stated that he had bought 
8,000,000 bushels of wheat in Can- 
ada, or about half of Japan's total 
importations.
